Uice Pudding.— Sweeten tliree pints 
sweet milk and flavor with lomon. 
Put in a small cupBl of raw rice 
Bake and serve cold. ' 

Anutlier.— Boil one-half pound rice 
ill milk till toiider, mash tho grains 
with wooden masiiir. Add three- 
quarters ofaiioiind of sugar, three- 
quarters of a pound ((/' melted butter, 
half a milmcjf, grated, six eggs a gill 
of wine, and lemon (icel. Bake in a 
paste. $ 

Hicc anil egg pati s.— Mix cold rice 
with well liealcii eggs, season with 
pepper and salt. Cook like scram- 
bled eggs. Don't let rice burn. 

Sago Pudding.— Boil one and a half 
pint new milk, with four spoonfuls of 
sago nicely washed and picked 
"Sweeten to taste flavor with lemon 
peel, uiiinuinon and iiiaco. Mix and 
bake slowly in a paste. < 

Jumbles.— Rub one pound butter 
iiito one and a quarter pound of flour, 
beat four eggs witli one and aquarii r 
pound of sugar outiR very light. Mix 
well witli tlio flour, add one nutmeg 
grated, and a glass of brandy. Bake 
brown. 

Gumbo Soup— Fry two chickens 
with iiarsley, pepper, salt, puion and 
bacon to season. Put in pot with 

water sufTicient for sonp. Add one 
quart sliced okrii, fresh or dried, also 
a scrap of ham. Boil until done. 

Beef Soup.— One shin beef in half 
gallon water, put on before breakfast 
and boiled until dinner. Thicken 
with brown flour two or three hours 
before difener. Put in one carrot, 
two turnips, one onion a Utile oab« 
bttgo aud celery aeed.

Bui 
while tho laws regarding separation 
are so liberal, lliosu coiiecriiing thu 
liceiising of marrigcs arc extremely 
lax. Ill almost every State in the 
I'nioii the minister or inagi^irutc 
who soleiiiiiizes a marriage is requir- 
ed to furnish tho conlractiugp ar>los u 
thecertillcateshowlngthaLlhcy wen) 
lawful by wedded, but in Kentucky 
laws do not requli-o tho furnishing of 
such certiflcate. The marriage li- 
cense is issued, and attached lo the 
license is a blank ccrtilicate to 
be flilod out by tho ministers after the 
wedding coreiiiony lias been perforin- 
cd. The laws requires tlie liiinister 
to return this certitieale to the county 
clerk and fixes a penalty for a fail- 
ure on bis part to ilo so. When the 
certiflcate is returned then thu mar- 
riage is recorded, but no record can 
be made until such a return Is mode 
A ftiilure ofi Uiopartof auiiiiistur to 
make a return of a marriage leaves 
nothing to show that a weddiiij; ever 
occurred. Thus it will he seen wlial 
an linniensc ainoiint of iiariii a little 
carelessnoss nntlie par.toftlie minis- 
ters would cause. Neither hiuband 
Hur wife would Uave the slightest evi- 
dence by which to establish tho fact 
of their niarria^'c. There have been 
any nnmhcrof wcildiiigs performed 
in this city where the ollieating min- 
isters have failed to make relurus, 
and thu records fail to show that the 
marriage oeromony was ever pei> 
formed. Hundreds of happy couples 
111 Louisville arc living together as 
man and wife, surroiiiiiled by nnmcr- 
oiis children, and slioiilil they be 



no means of proving that they arc 
\ really man and wife, iiiilessa record ot 
I the iiiarriagu is made in your oiltve.''

1 
searched the records myself the other 
day to SCO that my marriage ccrlili- 
eato had been returned aud properly 
recorded. I tv asn't going to take any 
foolish chances on it." 

"Is it simply neglect on the part ol 
the yiiuistcrs aud . inagistrutjs in 
making tlieir returner 

"I can't see what else it ci^n l>c, for 
they wouldn't certainly do It iiiten- 
tionally on aeeount of llii! penally for 
a failure on ilicir p.irl to make a re- 
turn. After performing a marriage 
coremotiy Uiey All out tbo vertlficatu 
and stick it in a pigeon hole iii their 
desk, and that is the last they ever 
tliiukuf it probably. Why, sometimes 
tlie CCrtilicatcs are not relumed here 
until several months al'ier the mar- 
riages liavc taken place." 

"And no record is made of a mar- 
riafilmtn the certiflcate is returned ?" 

'K)f coil ^ not. How are we to 
know that the partlet hitrdbeen niir- 
ricd ? We know, df ooarsc, that a li- 
cense to marry haip been issued, but 
we have uo means of knowing that 
the wedding over to<)k place."

face of death. 'I'liey are the dying iil- 
toiaiue of Kiidolph Kit/.patriek, who 
was hung at Columbia, Ky.. a few 
days ago under sentence of law for 
killing another. Although In plain 
aud unlettered phrase, they contain u 
s trmoiiin a single seiiteiiec. It i^ one 
wUicli every young man In Kenlm ky 
CtU read and ponder on wilh benefit 
lo himself and society. Whenever 
one does ivad il, letbini reaeli around 
and take the pistol out of his liip- 
|)Ooket aud pack Ituo more unless he 
packs it away in a locked trunk, only 
to be uscti ill defense of life or the 
maintenaiiee of law. If he doesn't, be 
he may (iiid himself one day making 
the same kind of stump speech as 
that from which we quote. The 
practice of carrying concealed weap- 
ons is painAiily prevalent among 
young men, in some communities 
tliiisi- wlio do not wear llieiii, being 
the e.xeeption. They wear them to 
parlies and even to churcii — in fact 
tho habit once acquired, tlie pistol be- 
comes as much a part of one's appar- 
el as a cravat.

Uijrner' wai 
pill oii^iriMl last week an^ on Tuesday 
the jurjr brought in a verdict of iiian- 
slaiiufliter and H.ved lii.s ]iunishiiicnt 
al 20 years in tin? peiiitcnliacy. Pal- 
mer lias luil yul been Iricd. 'I'liis 
aroused a stin iii of iMiliu'iialiun, and a 
iiiuetiiif;' oT llic l iii/. . II- was held at 
.Music Hall Friday niglit. 
"A few iidniites after 8 o'clock there 
must liurn liucu 1U,(>X) jicoplo in the 
liall. This temple devoted to music

Hiekeiiloopcr, .lud^ro 
Carter and oilei's wliieli, wliiU' 
they co.iiiselcd ni ideration, seived 
to fan the pasi-ioiis of the vast 
audieneo into flames aud wIiO.i the 
infuriated crowd lett tlie llalla little 
before 10 o'clock a cry "To the jaii, 

■VNO IIAXO TItR MniDEKEIts'' Was 
lieai-d Mild llie ^'real lliroiii: siiri'^cd in 
a mass lo the jail wIhtc X) mil idcrcrs 
were ciniliiied. awaiting trial. The 
riot alarm , was .sounded which 
hroiight out the entire itolico ' fbreo, 
the inilitiQ-y and tlie iiro department. 
The mob bad broken down the front 
door.s ol the jail and WeiV inside 
when the militia <rot into the jail hy 
an iiiidei'^roiiiid passae;e and o|)em!d 
lire on the men who were looking for 
Hcrnerlu the colls. 

It turned out that young Boriiri, 
whom the mob particularly wanted 
to lynch so had, was not ill jail, lav- 
ing been started lo the Coliimb;is 
penitentiary at (i o'clock. When the 
train readied Loveluiid li} miles from 
the city it was attacked by a mob 
there and' Bermr escaped from both 
bis guai-ds and the inob in tiio e\- 
c'ltemeiit. lie was captui-ed the next 
morning aud gotten safely into the 
peiiitciuiary, evadiiii!; a nioh at Co- 
lumhns hy having the train stop al 
the penitentiary before reaching the 
city. In tlie first conflict at tho jail 
two policemen aud six of the mob 
were killed and 4li wounded, some 
fatally. Two inilitiumeii were 
wounded.' 

THE JAIL PIKKD. 

The mob then set Are lo the jail in 
the rear and all of the frame part 
hiirned. hut the main hnildiii^' built 
of stiiiie and iron could not he ignited. 
.At4oclock iSaturday inoriiing the 
mob set Are to the jail again in tho 
cellar, but it was put out by the po- 
lice wllh the jail appliances. Many 
of tlu^ prisoners wcri^ almost sutl'oea- 
led hy llie smoke in the corridors. 
( i IIS I laiiies. a slalwni t mulatto and 
foiirleeii other leaders were captured 
and locked up in jail and alter llglit- 
iiig all night the mob was dis|icrsed 
at daylight, leaving the police in pos- 
aession.'

llOSrit.lTIKS RKSKWEO. 

By 9 o'clock Saturday night, tlie 
mob reioforced until it was probably 
30,000 strong was ready to renew the 
attack with lire-arnis, rocks and any- 
thing else that could lie u ul as a 
Weapon. All of the apprtiachcs lo 
the jail were {i'uai ded by Irooiis. lie- 
fore the hour of midnight anotlicr 
attaok was made on the Jail and ti e 
roign of blood-slied wasonce luui-e in- 
augurated. The mob wa^ repulsed 
but returned and set tire to 
the maynilicenl court lions- 
which was burned and all of 
the valuable records destroyed. 
at the coukthoi'sk. 

"Such a scene as tlial around tie- 
courllioiise and county jail was pev- 
liaps never witnessed bei'ore. It was 
onco of carnage and bloodshod almost 
iiiip.iriillelod. A surgingmass of hu- 
manity boldly faced tho bayonets nf 
the militia, demanding as the price 
of their withdrawal the snrri'iidcr of 
mi'li eoiiliiied ill lliejail on t he i'liai';:i 
of murder. The demands were iml 
o iipli 'il with, and a terrible slaiis'it- 
erof htinnin beings was the re. ull. 

Before dusk Coloiiol Hawkins sia- 
tioiio.l Ills soiitiiiols at varuuH )i dnis^ 
and none to soon. Immcdiaii ly the 
people cDiiimeiiced to<;alher. As their 
liuiiilii'i's swelled they bee. line liinie 
deliaut and less obodieni to ilie coiii- 
niaiMUofihe militia and |u>ileemeii. 
.Mattei-s stuoil tliiiS, now arrivaN con- 
stantly putting in ail a|)pcarauco un- 
til about It o'clock. Smidenlv. with- 
out a iiioiin'iil's warirfflg. a rinh was 
made on the ^iiaids. Some lew were 
overpowered and disarmed, w.hile 
ollicrs were driven back. Several 
men acting as leailcrs.burjtt open the 
doorofthc county treasurer's ufflce. 
Several bands of coal oil w<'i c rol!ed 
in anil a iiialcli Imiched lo lliem. In 
an iiisi.iiii till' oilice was in llaiiics. 
The rcleasi' of llie men arii'sied on 
l''riday iii^lil and imin isoncd as lead- 
ers was dcmauded aud refused. The 
llaiiies quickly crept up the stairs, 
leading from the tivasurer's oflicelo 
the auditor's from there in turn they 
passed to the pidscculiiig attorney's 
ofliec and the recorder's oDlcc, and so 
oil. When tho engines arrived the. 
tlruiiie'u wore advised to return to 
their liotises. tind tliny acted iiiwn the 
advice. Cai)taiii Divine and J. J. 
Desmond, captain of Company C, 1ft 
rcirimenl. atlciiipli'il to di.i;; a line ol 
hose into the treasurer's oflice. They 
pei-sistcd ill llieir efforts to reach the 
tire after being warned. There was 
an explosion and flash, and Captain 
Desmond dropped dead, with the top 
of his bead shot olf. This was the 
si^iiial for a regular fusilade. Voile) 
after vidley was tired, ami scores 
dropped ill their tracks. The 
records in the diU'ercnt offices were 
food for the flames. They Anally 
reached tho law library, tlio value ot 
Which was almost iiicalculable. Years 
had been spent in making the collec- 
t oils, only lo have tho whole coi - 
Slimed in a siii^rlc night. 

It was founded in 1834 and held 
over 15,000 books. 

An inestimable loss is thrown up- 
on property holders by the destruc 
tion of the general index sci iesain 
records of ileeds, mor|e;iycs. and leas 
es.

The 14lh ISegiiueiit, 73") men, ar- 
rived at 'i o'clock and char^'cd am 
dispersed the mob aroniid the court 
house and kept three eiii'lncs throw- 
ing water on tho wi-eck. The mob 
was reinforced and by daylight had 
four cannons and were still deter- 
mined to flght. 

Sunday morning the troops had 
out pickets aud every man who ven 
turcd inside tho line was shot by the 

militia. About midnight a crowd 
altcnipled to gut Powell's gun store 
bnt after the iiroin ietor had killed 
two men and wounded two otiiers 
from an upper window the attempt 
was abandoned, 

During the day Sunday peace com 
niiltecs were organized, proclamations 
were made by the Mayorand the State 
troops eonliniied lo arrive, all the 
Ohio militia beiii^ ordered to Ciii 
cinnati. 

At U tio Sunday night, a mob broke 
into Music Hall and got a cannon but 
two companies of soldiers cliargcd 
them aud got in from them without 

blood-shed. This was the only thing 
in 111!' shape of an organized ell'orl 
.Sunday niirlil. About 1:! o'clock the 
mob from the house tops llrcd down 
on the militia and wounded two clii- 
xens. 

The extent of the casualltics Sun- 
day iii^bt was four wounded and 
none killed. The warlike iiioveiiieiils 
of .'^iiiiday ovcrawcil Ihi^ mob and by 
Monday ijiiii^t was restored and sev- 
eral thousand soldicri wcroiu posses- 
sion of the city.

The retaining of a leader-writer cm a 
great London journal, such as tho Titnes, 
tho Tdcgraphoc the :<< i.s a lu-cul- 
iar feature in English journali^sin. If a 
writer shows marked uvideucj of merit 
or it he has the ability to writo exhaus- 
tively and in a graphic manner on some 
speeisl class of subject, he is retained, 
OS it is termed ; that is, lie is paid a 
Btipulated ajiKuuit each year. \Vilh tlio 
papers referred to, this Is comnunly 
£1,000 (S."),000). In receiving a retainer 
he binds himself not to write for any 
other publication on tho topici for tho 
treatment of which his employer has on- 
gaged him. In his leisure hours he can 
write on other subjects aa mnoh as he 
pleases, but tho implied understanding 
is that ho must keep himself thoroughly 
informed on every pha.se of tho particu- 
lar (juestiou tho Tiint x or A'l ir.i wishes 
him to writo upon, and must bo iu read- 
iness whenever colled upon to furnish 
an editorial leader. It may happen that 
weeks and montba will pass by and no 
rail will be made for hia service and at 
another thne his pen will every day b.; 
in demand. His retainer is-not to pay 
him for what he writes, but simply to 
reward him for keeping himself thor- 
oughly informed, and to sevure, when 
needed, tho command of his service.?. 
For the actual writing he doea for the 
pai)er to which he is attached he receives 
additional pay. The London Timcii 
pays for its first or leading editorial 
article 890, and |25 each for the follow- 
ing articles. In the Ttme» office it ia 
sometimes the case, on an imixirtont

The newspaper — the universal litera- 
ture of onr people — is itself becoming a 
library of knowledge and art No man 
conld read habitually even ouo of uui 
chief newapapers without an immense 
opening ol his horison ot thought, s 
great quickening ot his intellect, and a 
substontaal relation with the thought 
and feeling ot tho whole world. The 
difference between a man who can read 
well enough to enjoy his newspaper and 
one who cannot is hardly to bo e.'<ti- 
matcd. I suppose our newspaper edu- 
cation is the most influential of all in 
this country. But it depends for its 
existence and ita improvement on the 
preparation for ita tise and enjoyment 
made in our oommon sehools. It rises 
in tone, spreads in intellectnsl breadth 
and increases in moral purity as tho 
rcoibng class becomes more numerous 
and varied. It is o great mistake to 
speak lightly of newspapers. The press, 
I think, has a somewhat romantic and 
exaggerated idea of its snpremaoy in 
creating or leading public opinion, bnt 
in its general educating tfdbteaao, its 
stimulus for thought, it haa a certain 
tendency to create a toste for better 
reailing than it con itself supply. I do 
not believe it is ca.sy to overrate its na- 
tional importance.— 72ev. J>r, H. W.
